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Tax burden 
to be set 


Status quo means $304 
more for average person

The shaky economy and the 
Sept. 11 tragedy have at least 
two selectmen considering 
maintaining the current ratio of 
tax burden between residents 
and business owners. 

Selectmen will set the tax 
factor Monday for fiscal year 
2002, a factor that automatically 
calculates the residential and 
commercial tax rates. Those 
rates will determine how the 
town collects the money to 
cover the budget approved back 
in April. 

Selectmen Chairman Ted 
Teichert and Selectman Brian 
Major both said Tuesday that 
they are leaning towards main- 
taining the current 1.26 factor. 

“T’m inclined to keep it right 
where it is,” said Teichert. 

“To keep things even keel 
would probably be appropri- 
ate,” agreed Major. 

The 1.26 factor dictates that 
commercial and industrial prop- 
erties are taxed 26 percent high- 
er than residential properties. 
With that factor last year, an 
average single family house- 
hold valued at $313,800 paid 
about $4,681 in taxes. An aver- 
age commercial property paid 
about $35,035. 

The higher the tax factor, the

Before sewers: detours, road work 
Second contract also less expensive than projected

Feaster Five runners will have 
solid ground underfoot tomorrow, 
thanks to workers who wrapped 
up sewer construction on North 
Main Street just in time. 

Workers broke ground in front 
of Shawsheen Plaza about two 
weeks ago to increase the capacity 
of the town’s sewer interceptor, a 
pipe that runs underground in the 
Stevens Street and North Main 
Street area. The work involves 
digging up North Main Street and 
installing a 24-inch pipe alongside 
the interceptor currently in the 
ground, almost doubling the 
capacity.

Social worker Linda Feinberg 
felt just as helpless as the next per- 
son when she watched the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks unfold on tele- 
vision inside her Andover home. 

However, a phone call she 
received weeks later helped her to 
reach across the hundreds of miles 
between Andover and New York 

and reach out to the victims’ 
families through the written word. 

In 1994 Feinberg, Who 1s mar- 
ried, published I’m Grieving as 
Fast as | Can, a book she wrote to 
help young widows and widowers 
with grief. A New Jefsey woman 
discovered the book and called 
Feinberg, telling her that it was 
just what the doctor ordered for 
the hundreds of spouses left 
behind by the firefighters, EMTs 
and business professionals who 
died in the World Trade Center 
towers. 

“] burst into tears when she told 
me what was going on, says 
Feinberg. “It's an incredible 
opportunity to speak to many peo- 
ple without having to actually 
speak to them individually. | 
cried.”

raised money to buy 200 copies of 
the book and send them to the 
widowed people in New York 
City. Into whose hands the books 
have actually landed, Feinberg 
isn’t sure, although she has 
received one or two thank-you 
notes. 

“It makes you feel worth- 
while.” she says, still glowing with 
the thought. “The Jewish religion 
says if you save one person, you 
save the world.” 

The tragedy in New York hit 
home in many locations through- 
out the Merrimack Valley. As she 
heard about each local connection,

Feinberg would clip the story or 
obituary in the newspaper, write a 
little note, and send it with a copy 
of her book to the person or fami- 


y. 

“I think I break even between 
my royalty checks and the number 
of books I give away,” she laughs. 
“Every time I get (a thank-you 
note) I show it to my husband, and 
he says it’s better than getting a 
royalty check.” 

A special section of the book 
confronts grieving for men and 
women who die in the line of duty. 

“Their spouses died for a rea- 
son,” says Feinberg. “And not too 
many people can say that.” For 
those widowed people, grieving is 
often a public ordeal, especially in 
this case, because the attention of 
an entire nation has focused on the 
New York victims. The book also 
discusses widowed people without 
a body to bury, and pregnant wid- 
ows, of which there were at least 
50 left behind in the Sept. 11 
attacks, says Feinberg. 

A Newton woman, whose hus- 
band, a businessman, died in the 
attacks, called Feinberg to thank 
her for the gift of her book. “She 
said I was like the good fairy,” 
Feinberg recalls.

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Streak show: Meteor 
shower amazes

Astronomy enthusiasts and 
early-risers were treated to a spec- 
tacular meteor shower early last 
Sunday morning. The Leonid 
meteor shower, occurring annually 
around Nov. 17 and 18, provided 
watchers with up to 1,250 meteors 
per hour, well above the average 
rate of 100 to 150 per hour. 

Lori Jordan, of Exeter Way and 
a sixth-grade science teacher in 
Reading, was “reminded of the 
opening of the Walt Disney Sun- 
day night show with Tinkerbell 
leaving sparkling stars behind 
her.” 

Bill and Joanne Antoniadis, 
owners of My Brother’s Pizza 
Place, viewed the height of the 
meteor shower from 4:40 a.m. to 
almost 6 a.m., and were “mesmer- 
ized at the number of streaks 
going across the whole sky, one 
right after another.” 

Merrimack Valley observers 
were afforded excellent viewing 
conditions, with clear skies, 
almost no moon and cold weather. 
Many Andover residents got to 
enjoy the stunning display, includ- 
ing meteors that traveled almost 
all the way across the sky. 

Merill Clark, of Lansbury Lane 
and a recent newcomer to amateur 
astronomy who has started a Web 
site devoted to astrophotography, 
saw fewer meteors per hour than 
reported, but was amazed by the 
length of time the meteors were 
visible. Some trails lasted up to 15 
seconds. 

The meteors often leave trails 
caused by dust in the atmosphere 
behind them, so even if people 
missed the actual meteor, they 
could sometimes catch the after- 
glow fading away. 

“The trails seemed so close, 
you could almost reach out and 


touch them,” said Clark. 

The Leonid meteor shower, 
caused by debris from the comet 
Tempel-Tuttle, is named because 
the meteors appear to originate 
from constellation Leo. 

Although earlier reports of the 
Leonid meteor shower are known, 
the comet wasn’t discovered until 
1865 by Ernst Tempel and Horace 
Tuttle. 

Every 33 years, the comet 
Tempel-Tuttle orbits the sun, leav- 
ing dust and debris in its wake. 
This debris, typically the size of a 
grain of rice, produces the shoot- 
ing stars that make up the Leonid 
showers. 

As the orbit of Tempel-Tuttle 
varies during each pass around the 
sun, the Earth passes through dif- 
ferent debris paths left by the 
comet. Last year, the meteor 
shower produced around 450 
meteors per hour. However, this 
year the Earth passed through the 
debris of three orbits of the Tem- 
pel-Tuttle comet, causing a larger 
number of meteoroids. 

Many observers were compar- 
ing this year’s meteor shower with 
the one that occurred in 1966, 
when almost 100,000 meteors per 
hour at the height of the shower 
were reported in some locations. 
Although this year’s display did- 
n’t compare to the one in 1966, 
many residents were still amazed 
by the meteors. 

Jane Chapin, of Lucerne Drive, 
opened the blinds and “had to 
wake up the whole family to go 
outside and watch.” 

Next year’s viewing of the 
annual meteor shower will be 
hampered by an almost-full moon. 
Astronomers are predicting that 
the next time the Leonid showers 
will reach the intensity of this 
year’s display will be in 2099.

I was in a third- 
grade classroom 
at St. Augustine 
School last week, 
reading the book 
The Plymouth 
Thanksgiving. | 
couldn’t help but 
notice how polite 
the students were, 
how _ attentive, 
how inquisitive.

This was a

Thankful for 
government 


Editor, Townsman: 

I began my studies in govern- 
ment as a freshman at Harvard 
University this year, but no text- 
book could have taught me the 
lessons I learned as a summer 
intern in the State House for Sen. 
Sue Tucker. Sen. Tucker provided 
me with an inside look at state 
politics and a positive first experi- 
ence in the professional world. 

Before walking into the State 
House, I had no conception of the 
magnitude and variety of roles that 
a state senator balances from day 
to day, or, judging by her relent- 
less schedule, from hour to hour. 

The political arena was more 
complex and intriguing than I had 
ever imagined. Reading national, 
state, and local newspapers was an 
integral part of my job, and I 
learned what issues required atten- 
tion and what the media portrayed 
to the public. The House of Repre- 
sentatives’s proposed plan for con- 
gressional redistricting exempli- 
fied the tough political issues that 
a senator faces, working hard to 
promote her district’s opinions 
while negotiating with her senate 
colleagues from similarly opinion- 
ated communities. 

What surprised me, however, 
was that helping constituents was 
truly the most important aspect of 
the job. When a constitutents 
called with a concern, ranging 
from house construction to child 
care, from finding affordable 
housing to finding a job, the sena- 
tor and her staff sought the 
answers to be able to respond 
quickly and accurately. I answered 
phones and wrote letters to con- 

stituents on a wide variety of mat-

Words can be dangerous 
weapons in the mouths of chil- 
dren. This message from a recent 
seminar was the inspiration for 
three nights in a row of dinner 
table conversation at my house 
about verbal harassment. 

The conversations were 
inspired by a Parent-to-Parent talk 
called “Sticks and Stones: Words 
Can Hurt” by Stephen Wessler, 
the director of the Center for the 
Prevention of Hate Violence at 
the University of Southern Maine 
and a former prosecuting attor- 
ney. Wessler said that in every 
case of physical violence he has 
prosecuted, it never started as 
physical violence, but always as 
verbal harassment. The key to 
violence prevention, he asserts, is 
to interrupt the escalation of ver- 
bal harassment. 

Wessler contends that the only 
time verbal harassment is stopped 
is when bystanders speak up. The 
targets of the harassment general- 
ly cannot speak up for them- 
selves; they are intimidated. Par- 
ents and teachers generally are 
not present when verbal harass- 
ment occurs. Thus, school-age 
children are the typical 
bystanders of verbal harassment 
occurring in school, and there- 
fore, it falls to children to speak 
up against harassment. 

This is a tough task to assign 
our children. 

Wessler had several sugges- 
tions for how parents can help 
their children speak up against 


ters. This proved to me that the 
government truly serves the peo- 
ple and their needs on a very per- 
sonal level, contrary to cynical 
misconceptions. 

In addition to the work I did in 
the senator’s office, I had the priv- 
ilege of attending a weekly lecture 
series including Governor Jane 
Swift, Senate President Tom 
Birmingham and Speaker Tom 
Finneran as well as lobbyists, state 
agency directors, media person- 
nel, and legislators. They offered 
their perspectives on prominent 
local issues and shared personal 
stories of entering politics. These 
individuals, along with Sen.Tuck- 
er, a female legislator in a male- 
dominated profession, serve as 
inspiring role models for me. 

My internship this summer was 
certainly an eye-opening experi- 
ence for a college student who 
feared the “interning” was a code 
for “making coffee.” It provided 
me with an insightful experience 
that will remain with me, whether 
or not I embark on a political 
career of my own.

harassment: 

Be role models. If adults can’t 
speak up, how can they ask their 
children to? If Uncle George 
makes a derogatory comment at 
the Thanksgiving table, say “We 
don’t talk like that.” If one hears a 
child make a derogatory remark, 
one should say “I heard that. Do 
not speak like that.” 

Allow children to practice 
speaking up. Encourage them to 
discuss any verbal harassment 
that they hear at school. This 
gives them practice recognizing 
harassment and teaches them that 
their parents do not consider 
harassment acceptable. 

Encourage children to verbally 
support another child who speaks 
up, either immediately or at a 
later time. Wessler emphasized 
that, to speak up, a child needs to 
know that he or she will get peer 
support. 

Talk to children about inci- 
dents of verbal harassment report- 
ed in the media or that occurred at 
work. 

Wessler discourages pressur- 
ing a child who is targeted by ver- 
bal harassment to speak up for 
him or herself, so as not to make 
the child feel like a failure 
because he or she couldn’t handle 
the situation alone. 

What else can parents do? 

Wessler does not recommend 
talking to the harasser’s parents. 

For verbal harassment, go to 
the principal or teacher. Wessler 
says that this route is not always 
effective, because it gets back to 


the harasser, who may threaten 
the target for “tattling” and fright- 
en the target from reporting fur- | 
ther harassment. In spite of this, 
Wessler still recommends this 
route, as he thinks that principals 
and teachers can help change the 
climate of acceptance at the 
school. 

For physical harassment or e- 
mail threats, Wessler says to go to 
the police. 

Wessler says that we need to 
treat verbal harassment as vio- 
lence. Degrading slurs have an 
emotional impact on children and 
adults. When degrading words 
are used often, the speakers and 
most listeners get immune to 
them; they hear the words so 
often. However, the targets of the 
words do not become immune to 
them. Racial, ethnic, sexual, reli- 
gious and other slurs can be dev- 
astating to the target as well as 
unintended recipients. What we 
can do, as parents, is to resensi- 
tize our children to these words. 

When students or adults speak 
up to stop verbal harassment by 
saying “don’t say those words 
around me,” they create a “mov- 
ing safety zone” around them- 
selves, says Wessler. When there 
are enough moving safety zones 
around the school, then that 
school becomes safe. 

I encourage everyone to hold 
dinner-table conversations about 
verbal harassment. My family 

learned a lot from our discussions.

Merrimack College students aging-class classwork includes talking to elders 


By Rebecca Piro 

They filed into Room 102, 
notebooks under arm, books in 
tow. But Monday wasn’t a typical 
day in Professor Ray Dorney’s 
Sociology of Aging class. He had 
twice as many students sitting in 
his Merrimack College classroom 
— or was it twice as many teach- 
ers? 

The topic was Social Security. 
Volunteering seniors from the 
Andover Senior Center — who bet- 
ter? — did most of the talking from 
11 a.m. to 12:15 p.m., as part of an 
intergenerational portion of Dor- 
ney’s class. They sat down with 
students in groups and discussed 
Social Security from first-hand 
experience — how the program 
got started, where it’s headed, and 
what it’s like to live off it. Take 
senior Beatrice Morreo of Sheri- 
dan Road, for example. 

“I can remember when Social 
Security just got started,” she said, 
recalling the early 1940s. “I 
worked at a store in town on Sat- 
urdays from 9 to 9. I made $2, and 
two cents of that went to Social 
Security. I thought I was rich!” 

Dorney decided to write real- 
life seniors into his syllabus to 
help his students come face-to- 
face with the issues and problems 
that come with aging. He asked 
seniors to come to Monday’s class 
specifically to discuss Social 
Security. “It’s such a difficult idea 
for kids to grasp,” he said, though 
in his class, “each generation is 
listening to the opinions of the 
other.” 

Lynn Gaseidnes, a senior at 
Merrimack, sat with her textbook 
open in front of her. But she was 
listening to senior citizen Mary 
Ann Berger vent about the Social 
Security system.

“If you have people with mil- 
lions and millions of dollars col- 
lecting Social Security, they don’t 
even notice the check coming in!” 
Berger exclaimed. Then she 
laughed. “I’m getting passionate 
in my old age!” 

“So do you think it would be a 
good thing to reduce benefits for 
people who don’t need it?” asked 
Gaseidnes. 

“There should be more equali- 
ty,” said Berger.

ology major, is thinking about a 
job in social planning for the 
elderly after she graduates. For 
her, conversations with seniors put 
the issues surrounding Social 
Security into perspective. Her 
group discussed privatization of 
Social Security - President 
Bush’s plan to have seniors invest 
some of their Social Security 
income into stocks and bonds on 
their own — and decided that she 
doesn’t support it. 

“It puts a lot of pressure and 
stress on my generation to save, 
which could be good or could be 
bad. I don’t know what I'd be sav- 
ing, because I don’t have any 
money to save!” she said. 

Dorney’s students first met the 
seniors in September, when they 
drove to the Andover Senior Cen- 
ter to interview the elders and 
share a dinner. At the next discus- 
sion students and seniors will dis- 
cuss elders and automobile dri- 
ving. 

“It’s good, because a lot of 
times it’s just Dr. Dorney talking,” 
said Gaseidnes. “This makes it 
real.” 

“It’s better than the dry stuff in 
textbooks,” agreed Berger. 

After 75 minutes of classroom 
debate, the seniors filed back out 
of the classroom, without another 
thought of homework or text- 
books. The kids weren’t so lucky. 

“For the students, there will be 
a quiz on Tuesday,” Dorney 
announced.

Finding the right Brickstone 
Tree is a year-round job for land- 
scaper Mark Donohoe. 

He’s sought out the perfect tree 
for each of the 12 years that Brick- 
stone Properties has lit up 
Andover for the holidays. And, as 
the saying goes, practice makes 
perfect. “It’s a lot of looking,” says 
Donohoe, who calls himself

ple at the party, says Steve Druth, 
Brickstone’s marketing director.

“After 12 years, it’s like all the 
bells and whistles go off — like

Third Andover phys-ed teacher since 
1996 to win the Amelia Riou Award

hen college

McManus walked into 
her adviser Amelia 
Riou’s office in 1977 
and was asked what 
she wanted to do with 
her life, she knew.

McManus is the 
third Andover physi- 
cal-education teacher 
since 1996 to win the Amelia 
Riou Award for Adaptive Physical 
Education, given by the Massa- 
chusetts Association for Health, 
Physical Education, Recreation 
and Dance. She is the 2002 Adap- 
tive Physical Education Teacher of 
the Year. 

The award has special meaning 
for McManus because Riou was 


her academic adviser at Westfield 
State, and wrote McManus a ref- 
erence letter for graduate school 
shortly before Riou’s death. 
McManus has received a master’s 
in early childhood education from 
Wheelock College. 

McManus also has seen

Andover Chamber Music Series 
expands its community outrea

T HAS BEEN SAID THAT “music is the great- 
est good that mortals know.” Now in its 
fifth year, the Andover Chamber Music 
Series is bringing that good into the lives 
of more local residents than every before. 
Among its plans for growth this year is acom- 
prehensive community-outreach program to 
enrich both local senior citizens and school 
children through the power of music. 

A grassroots arts organization, the 
Andover Chamber Music Series was con- 
ceived by flutist Julia Scolnik and her hus- 
band, Michael Brower. Their intentions are 
obvious in their mission statement: to bring 
world-class chamber music to communities 
north of Boston for the convenience and econ- 
omy of all residents. Yet ACMS efforts have 
been more than saving locals the hassle and 
expense of commuting to Boston for musical 
events. Members say special emphasis has 
been placed on reaching those residents who 
would normally not be exposed to such-an 
artistic and cultural venue. 

That emphasis can be seen by ACMS’s 
work this fall. 

In September, ACMS reached out to the 
senior community in Andover, those in retire- 
ment homes and assisted living facilities, with 
“Friday morning open rehearsals.” Since the 
organization is aware that many senior Citi- 
zens don’t have transportation, and the sched- 
uling implemented by retirement homes

leaves little room for straying, ACMS has 
made it convenient by inviting seniors to their 
morning rehearsals for a small fee. 

Lee Thornton, North Andover retiree and 
ACMS board member, has been a key player 
in focusing on senior involvement. Working 
with retirement homes to secure a time when 
seniors can attend was the chief obstacle, but 
the rewards have made everything worthwhile 
for her, she says. 

When asked what was the most memorable 
comment she heard spoken by one of the 
seniors in attendance at the Magnificent 
Mozart rehearsal, Thornton’s reply was suc- 
cinct. 

“Well, it was after the Sept. 11 crisis, and 
everyone came in extremely downcast, obvi- 
ously. And after the first part of the concert 
was over and such beautiful music had been 
played, I overheard a woman saying, “You 
know, I’ve been feeling so bad lately with all 
that’s happening, but now I feel so good, bet- 
ter than in quite some time.”” 

To reach more elderly in the community, 
ACMS plans next to extend its outreach in the 
religious communities, working with senior 
programs already in existence at local places 
of worship. 

Exposing the young, especially those who 
are underprivileged, to a chamber music expe- 
rience is the other aim of this outreach pro- 
gram. ACMS donated 250 tickets, valued at 
more than $2,000, to low-income families

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through the Lawrence schools, the Boys and 
Girls Club, and YWCA. Future plans include 
the development of a mentoring program, 
through which Scolnik and various profes- 
sionals will enter the Lawrence schools and 
work with children who are interested in play- 
ing instruments and entertain dreams of 
becoming professional musicians themselves. 

ACMS members indicate that they believe 
that music is a precious gift that should be 
given to everyone, that no one should be 
deprived of “all of heaven we have below” 
simply because it isn’t available to them, at a 
convenient location or an affordable price. 

Scolnik herself wrote “that music, like art, 
can transport us to another place, and can fos- 
ter a sense of community.” 

ACMS has two concerts remaining this 
season, the Valentine Concert, Truly, Madly, 
Deeply on Feb. 10, featuring romantic music 
by Brahms, and Sense and Sensibility on 
April 6, in which the clarity and precision of 
the Age of Reason shares the stage with the 
emotion of the Romantic Era.

Feaster Five charity: Lazarus House 


Food for 1,000 families 


By Rebecca Piro 

Just how do the volunteers at 
Lazarus House intend to feed 
more than 1,000 families tomor- 
row, on Thanksgiving? 

Director Shaun Logan opens 
the door to the Lawrence shelter 
with a flourish. “Food baskets!” 
he says proudly. 

Actually, they’re cardboard 
boxes, not baskets. But each box 
contains all the fixings needed for 
a Thanksgiving dinner, as well as 


two additional meals. Each family 
that has appealed to Lazarus 
House’s generosity will take one 
home, along with a five-pound 
bag of potatoes and a turkey. 

“As much as we have, we'll 
give out,” Logan says. “We never 
turn a family away.” 

But, due to this year’s econom- 
ic slow-down, will the volunteers 
have enough donations for the 
hungry families? “We will,” he 
says with confidence. “God is

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good. It always happens.” 

The Sept. 11 terrorist attacks 
are definitely responsible for the 
smaller number of donations that 
Lazarus House received thus far, 
Logan adds. 

“A lot of people’s money went 
towards the relief efforts,” he says. 
“And people’s minds have proba- 
bly not been in the holiday spirit.” 

In addition to the 1,000-plus 
Thanksgiving meals Lazarus 
House will deliver, volunteers will 
serve 400 meals to people at St. 
Joseph’s in Lawrence Thursday. It 
will continue to shelter several 
families with money brought in 
from Andover’s Feaster Five race 
and other donations (see sidebar). 

The number of people asking 
Lazarus House for help this year is 
up due to the number of employee 
lay-offs combined with the sky- 
high apartment rental rates, Logan 
says. Each of the shelter’s 38 beds 
are filled with working families 
who can’t make ends meet. Mean- 
while, the number of donations 
coming in have been less than 
usual, again due to the economic 
slump, he adds. 

While the turkeys were slower 
coming this year than others, the 
volunteers were plentiful. A group 
of students from Marist College in 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y. traveled to 
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Lazarus House and the Visiting 
| Nurses Association will split the pro- 
ceeds from this year’s Feaster Five 
down the middle, says race coordina- 
tor Dave McGillivray. 

In past years, runners have chosen 
| to donate sponsor money to one char- 
|ity or the other. But this time the 

charities felt it was best to get togeth- 

ier. “The charities came together 
| amongst themselves and decided to 
|split the pledges... in half,” says 
McGillivray. “They didn’t want to 
| give the impression that they were 
| competing against one another.” 

The charities cooperatively 
| opened a bank account where all col- 
lected pledges will go until they are 
| divided. 
| The charities will not know how 
/much money was raised in pledges 
| until a week or so after the race when 
'the pledges are paid up, says Mary 
| Schank, administrative assistant at 
Lazarus House. The shelter uses the 
money raised during the Feaster to 
'fund its child-care program in 
| Lawrence, where working families 
| who are staying at the shelter can 
‘leave their children for a few hours a 
| day. Schank says that Lazarus House 


Lazarus House for the weekend to 
help out. They spent Saturday and 
Sunday in the cellar, sorting food, 
packing boxes and having a good 
time doing it. 

“We all have sore backs,” 
laughs Lauren Hogberg, a fresh- 
man. “It’s a very good feeling, 
actually.” 

“It’s time well spent,” agrees 
sophomore Rosemarie Carpenito. 

Meeting the families who are 
currently living at Lazarus House 
brought new perspective to Mark 
Bendel, a sophomore. “I’m from 
Connecticut, an average middle- 
class white kid,” he says. “I’ve 
never seen anything like this 
before.” 

One of the shelter’s boarders, 
an 18-year-old, told the students 
his story.“One of them was our 
age. We got to learn about their 
life and hardships.” recalls Hog- 
berg. “They're just like us.”

Feaster Five, due to the fewer dona- 
tions the shelter has seen as a result of 
Sept. 11 and the general economic 
downturn. 

“All non-profits are very con- 
cerned,” she says. She hopes that 
Lazarus House realizes close to the 
approximately $12,000 it received 
from last year’s Feaster. ' 

McGillivray offers hope that this 
year’s Feaster Five will be as strong 
as ever. So far, registration is on par 
with numbers from last year. He 
expects more than 7,000 runners and 
walkers to burst past the start line 
tomorrow, Thanksgiving, when the 
gun goes off. 

“I haven’t seen any decline in 
entries,” he says. “In fact, we might 
be up a couple here and there. (Sept. 
11) was a couple of months ago and 
people are moving on with their 
lives,” he says. “This is Thanksgiv- 
ing. People realize how much they 
have to be thankful for.” 

The race’s route runs past the for- 
mer home of late resident Betty Ong, 
a flight attendant on one of the 
hijacked planes.

seems to have juice in shaky economy

With the jittery stock mar- 
ket, a worsening economy, 
and layoffs too numerous to 
mention, what kind of com- 
pany is posting big earnings 
these days? 

One is a small consulting 
firm based on Andover’s 
Essex Street where mystery 
shopping is the secret to its 
success. 

ath Power posted earnings F 
of $120,000 in 1997 and hit }> ~ 
$2.6 million just three years 
later in 2000. This year is 
looking just as good in spite 
of the gloomy economy. 

What the small company 
does is tap into its data base 
of 65,000 mystery shoppers 
spread across the country 
and send them to companies 
armed with a survey that is 
similar to a score card. 
These shoppers quietly 
focus on the company’s professional- 
ism and service skills and keep track of 
their findings on that score card. Com- 
panies score points for good service. 

All that data is entered into the ath 
Power data base in Andover to discov- 
er trends. Companies can see where 
they need to improve and how they 
stack up against their competition. 
They can also hire ath Power to run 
training programs to improve service in 
low-scoring areas. 

“Service skills and sales ability 
count these days and convenience is 
also very important to consumers. 
Companies are very responsive to what 
we find out,” explained ath Power pres- 
ident and CEO Francis J. “Frank” Aloi, 
36. 

His client list includes several banks 
where customer satisfaction is crucial. 
Bank mergers are common these days

Banks have come and gone on Main 
Street, but employee Mary Leone has 
stood the test of time.

Aloi said the mystery shopping mar- 
ket is a $1.2 billion business worldwide 
and that enormous crews of mystery 
shoppers include college students, 
retirees, and other ordinary people. 

“An important measure of how a 
company is doing is its corporate cul- 
ture” Aloi said of the score-card find- 
ings, meaning workers do best when

thing!” exclaims Leone, who is NOW 
working in customer service. “It’s just 
part of my life.” 

Leone isn’t leaving — “I’m going to 
be here forever,” she promises — but 
the company decided that 54 years was 
a good milestone to mark. Leone start- 
ed the day with breakfast with the pres- 
ident of Fleet Bank.

And the 54-year mile- 
stone isn’t quite right. 

Leone worked at Andover National 
Bank for two years before she got mar- 
ried — at which time she was asked to 
leave, “because married women didn’t 
work,” she says. But that practice 
ended during World War II, “because 
there were no more men,” Leone 
laughs. 

She returned to her bank career and 
started counting the years from that 
point on.

Can you say ‘three-peat!’ 

Can you say ‘domination!’ 

Can you say ‘dynasty!’ 

If you can — jump on the bandwagon. 

If you were anywhere near downtown 
Andover last Sunday night at about 7:15 
p.m., that explosive chorus of bells, whis 
tles, horns and sirens was a welcome home 
for the incomparable Andover High girls 
swim and dive team. 

With multi-colored lights flashing, a 
police escort once again met the team bus 
at the Route 495 exit in Shawsheen and led 
the way to Andover High via Main Street 

Safety officials paved the path as the 
triumphant group returned home from 
Wellesley College's Chandler Natatonum 
with the school’s third straight MIAA All 
State team championship plaque in hand 

“It (winning state titles) doesn’t get 
old.” said AHS head coach Marilyn 
Fitzgerald. “I hope it never does How 
could it?” 

For the third consecutive year ultra-tal 
ented sisters Connie and Sally Brown won 
two individual races each, and both swam 
on two victorious relays, as the Lady War 
riors placed first in seven of the 12 events 
on the way to destroying the 24-school 
field 

Andover finished the State Champ 
onship Meet with 319 points, well above 
last year’s total of 283.5 and an amazing 
151.5 points better than runner up/Mern 
mack Valley Conference archrival 
Chelmsford’s 167.5 points 

Rounding out the top five teams were 
Belmont (163), Duxbury (144) and Acton 
Boxboro (112) 

Senior Capt. Sally Brown, who will 
swim for Auburn University in Alabama 
next fall, finished her high school career 1n 
stvle with a state-record swim in the 500 
yard freestyle and an earlier victory in the 
200 individual medley (IM) 

‘Sally went out with a bang,” said 
Fitzgerald, in praise of her grand-daughter 
“Her 500 swim was incredible.” 

Connie Brown, a junior, set a state 
record on the way to victory in the 200 free 
and she also touched first in the 100 back 
stroke 

Boston College-bound senior Holly 
Boucher, in addition to a pair of second 
place individual finishes 1n the 50 and LOO 
free sprints, also swam a leg on two state 
championship relays 

Sophomore Liz Mancuso competed on 
two relays and placed third in the 50 free. 
while Caitlin Geary swam on the 400 free 
relay and touched third in both the 200 and 
500 tree 
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Other gold-medal members of one 
relay each were Holly Hinds and Erica 
Douvadjian. 

This is only the second time a team has 
swept first place in all three relays at the 
State Meet. Andover was also the first (last 
year). 

Junior Lauren Harlow placed third in 
the 100 butterfly and fourth in the 200 IM. 


“It was a very emotional meet for the 
seniors especially Sally and Holly,” 
said coach Fitzgerald. “This was the last 
time they will swim for Andover High and 
they were so ‘up’ for it. 

“They're the ones that started the ball 
rolling four years ago. We've been on a 
high ever since.” 

Fitzgerald admitted to more jangled 
nerves than the past two years. 

“It’s silly but there was more anxiety. 
We took a few gambles with the lineup in 
a couple of events — and they all paid off.” 

Probably the biggest risk was the first 
race, the 200 medley relay, where only 
Connie Brown (50 butterfly) was doing 
exactly what she did last November when 
AHS won the event. 

“Tt was a new cast of characters,” said 
Fitzgerald. “And they came through in 
style.” 

Liz Mancuso (50 backstroke), sopho- 
more Amy Caron (50 breaststroke), Brown 
and Holly Hinds (50 free) posted a 1:50.14 
time that was just above last year’s 1:49.54 
when Lauren Harlow, Hinds (swimming 
the breaststroke leg), Connie and Sally 
Brown comprised the team 

Connie Brown then blitzed the field in 
the 200 free, with her 1:49.21 tme eclips 
ing by more than one second the previous 
state record of 1:50.45 established by 
Chelmsford’s Caitlin Klick in 1998 

Geary finished third (1:56.90) and 
junior Caitlin Hamer eighth (2:00 21) in 
the 200 free race 


Sally Brown stepped center stage next, 
outdueling Belmont standout and defend- 
ing state champ Whitney Ryan in thei 
much-anticipated showdown 

“I was a little nervous about Sally's 
IM.” said Fitzgerald. “Shame on me I 
should have known better.” 

Brown and Ryan exchanged the lead 
several times with Ryan moving ahead on 
the breaststroke leg 

Sally exploded on the final 50 free leg 
and passed Ryan for the last ume about 10 
yards from the finish 

Brown was clocked in 2:05.21 and 
Ryan was just under one second back in
